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Harvey Speaks Out

B.A.R. is pleased to present excerpts from a 
taped speech by Supervisor-elect Harvey Milk. He 
spoke before the November meeting of the San 
Francisco Gay Democratic Club. . . 

VICTORY 

I will never forget it. I cannot. I know where it 
comes from. I doivt have any power or influence 
yet. It really doesn't take place until January 9* 

I am just a figurehead, the one who happened to 
step out of the back room. I am the one who

not mean just the ones who worked and voted for 
me. . . 

The opponents threw everything against us — 
innuendos, phoney endorsements, and all — and we 
still won. 

WALKING FROM THE CASTRO 

The swearing in will be at noon on Monday, Jan. 
9. We will be walking from Castro Street. 

I was elected to represent the City of San 
Francisco and the 5th District. I also have a 
isponsibility of being a Gay leader. I hope the walk 
ill include everyone. 

In the 98 precincts in the district, we were first 
in 60 and second in 33. We worked all over the 
district and our victory was broad-based. I knew 
that it would be. 

WHAT THIS VICTORY MEANS 

I ran three times before succeeding. Tradition¬ 
ally it is three strikes and you're "out, but I play by 
different rules. 

When the mayor asked me a year ago what my 
motivation was, I told him that I remember what it 
was like to be 14 and Gay. I know that somewhere 
today there is a 14 year old child who discovers that 
he or she is Gay and learns that the family may 
throw that child out of the house. The police will 
harass that child. The state will say that the child is 
a criminal and that the intelligence of the Anita 
Bryants will be screaming at that child. Maybe that 
child read in the newspaper, "Homosexual Elected in 
San Francisco," and that child has two options: 
move to San Francisco or stay in San Antonio or Des 
Moines and fight. The child has hope. 

THE OBLIGATION OF GAY PEOPLE 

Picture a country of hundreds of Gay clubs and 
organizations. National conventions with 8,000 
people who are electing to national office friends of 
the Gay community. Maybe we never had it so good, 
compared with what went before, but the future can 
be greater. 

We are now ..split: Republicans, Democrats, 
Socialists, Independents. Many people say, "I cannot 
get involved in politics and why snould I? Who is 
going to bother us here?" 

We must begin now to be involved so states- 
persons will go out and change the laws. It can still 
happen here as it did in Germany. The Briggs' are 
the Hitlers. If the Briggs' win, they will not stop. 
They will taste victory. . . 

It is vital that people join Gay groups even if 
they cannot attend the meetings. We must have 
members. The politicians want to know how many 
people are involved. Our protection is strength. 

If we don't have the money, we must have 
numbers. We must register people to vote. Gay 
people have registered 5,000 voters in front of my 
camera store on Castro . . . When I first started the 
Castro Street Fair the city would not close the 
street for me. The next year I took them photos of 
the crowds that had been there and they closed the 
street. 

LEARNING & BUILDING GAY POWER 

There were an incredible number of speeches 
made at the Democratic National Convention about 
rights, rights, rights -- but we could not get a Gay 
plank into the platform. This is so even though we 
make up 5-7% in a voting bloc. They walked away 
from us. My answer to that is that we shall never 
again go back. We must start to build toward the 
national convention so that we cannot be ignored 
. . . The Jewish vote is estimated at a 4% bloc vote. 
The Democratic convention was geared to get that 
Jewish vote. 

We have to start to learn what to do and what 
not to do. We must educate ourselves as the Black 
movement and the Jewish movement have done. 
Why have they been so successful and why have we 
been such a failure? We may not find the answers 
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immediately, but we will learn and we will make our 
presence felt. 

When "push comes to shove," there are more of 
them than there are of us. We are going to need 
their support, and we had better start playing their 

g ames now. We must get into battles such as the 
iternational Hotel or whatever. We should work 
openly as Gay people so they know who is supp 
them; so they wm be there when we need 
support. 

Get involved in someone's campaign for the 
June primary elections. Let them know that you are 
Gay. If they don't want you, we will be finding out 
who is who. 

A STRATEGY FOR GAY POWER 

We must have a statewide caucus of Gay 


iepen 

naidates for state office to speak to us 
about the aerospace industry, but about their posi¬ 
tions on Gay rights. 

The time has come to embarrass our friends. 
We must ask ourselves some questions now that will 
have to be asked sooner or later. We can sit in the 
back of the bus where we may get shoved out when 
it is unpopular to have us around. We might as well 
find out now who our real friends are. If it 
embarrasses certain candidates, so be it. I am 
embarrassed by some of them. 

NATIONAL STRENGTH 

We must begin now to put together a statewide 
movement and learn from our mistakes in doing 
that. Maybe in three years we can have our own 
nationwide convention and invite the national candi¬ 
dates to find out where they are. If neither 
presidential candidate shows up, there may be a 
third candidate. There is no reason why we should 
vote Democratic or Republican just because we are 
ourselves Republican or Democratic. 

What good is a nation which is economically 
healthy, that is beautifully run, if you are in jail 
because you are Gay. We must learn from history 
that the time for riding in the back of the bus is 
over; that we must ride up front or ride by 
ourselves. We must make that decision — not just 
for ourselves but for that young person in Altoona, 
Pennsylvania. 

SUPPORT FOR CHIEF GAIN 

Chief of Police Charles Gain is not the greatest 
person in the world. He is not the greatest friend in 
the world. But he is the best Chief of Police that 
any Gay community in this country has ever had.

The 
dismissal of Gain would be a disaster. It would be a 
victory for the political Right. 

THE BOARD PRESIDENCY 

Five of the ten on the coming Board want to be 
President, and they are very nice to me. Eventually, 
I will vote for one of them. Then I will have the 
other four to worry about. 

The freshmen on the new Board may get 
together and share their thoughts. I have had two 
meetings with Supervisor-elect Dan White, who is 
thought of as for Mother, God and Apple Pie. He 
seemed comfortable at the Oyster House on Castro. 

There are many issues: speculation, rent 

control, etc. I believe that we will have the votes 
on the new Board on Upper Market Street. I would 
like to see the new Gay ordinance (expanding Gay 
employment rights citywide) considered by the new 
Board so we can see how they vote. 

QUENTIN KOPP 

Quentin and I disagree on issue after issue, but 
we do communicate with each other. Quentin 
supported me when I ran for the Assembly. How¬ 
ever, I will never vote for or against a person 
because they were for or against me. I appreciated 
his support, out he also knows that it carries nothing 
more than appreciation ... I am not now supporting 
anyone for the presidency of the Board at this 
moment. I am learning. 

JOHN BARBAGELATA 

I never made any deals with Supervisor John 
Barbagelata. The rumors were not true. I found him 
detestable. 

Three years ago he said to me, "Harvey, you are 
different than the rest." I know that I coula never 
have any relationship with the gentleman, if you 
wish to call him that. 

If we ever have another MacDonald Hamburger 
establishment in this city, I would like to have it 
right across the street from his house in St. Francis 
Woods. 

RELATIONSHIP WITH THE MAYOR 

I went in to see the mayor when I was elected 
this time. I told him, "When I criticize you, you will 
hear it first in this office. It is only it there is no 
satisfaction that they will start to hear it outside.

THE MAYORS RACE 

If Mayor Moscone, who made promises to us a 
couple weeks ago (in a published transcript in 
B.A.R.), does not live up to them, look for the next 
candidate. He knows that he made some promises 
and we can no longer just sit back and let promises 
i be enough. We must have our share — no more, but 
no less. He has two years. 

We must get involved in the mayor's race. If 
the mayor does not live up to his promises, then we 
will be involved in finding another candidate. He 
knows that. You are going to make the difference. 
Not me. 

Last time I said early, "With five major candi¬ 
dates for mayor and two possible in the run-off, we 
can wait until close to the election and then say, 'We 
offer you enough votes to put you in the run-off and 
this is what we want . . . " Many "leaders" in the 
Gay community who were desirous to retain their 
token positions let this slip out of our hands. They 
stopped the Gay community from making a major 
move at that point. Let us never let that happen 
again. 

WORKING TOGETHER 

We must stop fighting among ourselves because 
someone is not liberal enough or someone is not 
conservative enough or someone doesn't have the 
right personality. We must stop fighting and work 
together. Even if we can't stand each other, we 
have to work together . . . There are also lots of 
people still "coming out" and you know what they 
are going through. Some are petrified about their 
j careers. They need us to help them in their coming 
I out. 

FOCUS ON THE GAY ISSUE 

It is not that the Gay issue is more important or 
that the other issues do not count, but we must 
focus on the Gay issue. There is no reason why 
other groups cannot discuss Gay issues. We cannot 
allow them off the hook. 

I understand the problems of Women, Blacks, 
Chicanos and others, but I don't want to give them a 
way out. We are the only group discriminated 
against by law. I would like to see support for us on 
i this one issue. 


I don't think that we 
should fall into the trap of 
trying to accomplish too 
much and allow others to 
say, "We are for human 
rights and thank you very 
much." I have heard that 
too often ... I don't see 
other movements speaking 
out against Briggs. 

I want to say to the 
governor, "We know where 
you stand on employing 
women. We read it in the 
papers. How many Gay 

§ eople do you employ?" I 
on f t see Governor Brown 
dumping some orange 
juice and announcing, 
* Enough of Anita Bryant. 

MY COMMITMENT 

I have already sched¬ 
uled meetings in the 
Haight area. There are 
about 15 District 5 neigh¬ 
borhood and association 
meetings a month. Either 
one of my two aides 
(Note: see news article 

on his appointments in 
this issue) or myself will 
be at those meetings. I 
will also be available and 
accessible to the broader 
community and the Gay 
community. 

We have to keep push¬ 
ing. The mayor was right 
when he said, "The super¬ 
visors would have closed 
Polk Street for Halloween 
if there had been 70,000 
head of cattle down 
there." How far do we 
push? 

We must be strong and 
be heard. We must push 
as hard as they push and 
then push a little strong¬ 
er. 

Since I speak as a Gay 
person, I am very mucn 
aware of the responsi¬ 
bility that I have. I will 
make mistakes, and when 
I do, my aides will remind 
me of them. I hope that 
the mistakes will not be 
too serious.

Shortly there¬ 
after, the resolution 
passed.

NATIONAL GAY TASK FORCE — 

ONLY 6,545 MEMBERS 

The National Gay Task Force recently released 
its membership figures, including a breakdown of 
membership figures by states. Total membership of 
this nationwide organization is only 6,545. New 
York leads with 1,889; California is second with 
L190; and Illinois ranks third with 356 members. 
Considering that there are millions of Gay people in 
this country, the low figures are startling. 

It is not surprising that society does not take 
homosexuals' demands seriously when only a tiny 
fraction of Gay men and Lesbians are interested in 
supporting the one organization which has the 
potential for becoming a strong voice for Lesbian 
and Gay rights. 

Surely Gay people do not need to be reminded 
of the many positive projects and actions that NGTF 
has accomplished during its four year existence. 
NGTF has worked with numerous government 


agencies and the national media and has supported 
Gay organizations all over the country. It has been

"We ask you to speak 
out equally in behalf of 
the civil and human rights 
of Roman Catholic homo¬ 
sexual persons, according 
to the norms of Vatican H 
and the recent Vatican 
declaration on human 
sexuality," Walter Kay, 
president of Dignity/In- 
ternational has written to 
Pope Paul VI. Kay lauded 
the Pope for his willing¬ 
ness to exchange his life 
for hostages in a recent 
terrorist act in the Middle 
East, urging him to extend 
his sense of courage to 
the support of Gay Catho¬ 
lics. 

Kay, recently elected 
by the 6000 members of 
the world’s largest Gay 
group, called upon the 
Pope to "raise your voice, 
as you have done against 
other self-righteous indi¬ 
viduals and groups who 
are doing grave harm 
while professing to be 
serving the goodT Make a 
public stand against those 
who are attempting to 
destroy human rights, 
civil rights, and the faith 
of your fellow Roman 
Catholics who are homo¬ 
sexual persons." 

The official Roman 
Catholic position remains 
that homosexuality is a 
sin. Attempts by lay per¬ 
sons and liberal priests to 
change the papal position 
have been increasing in 
recent years but the 
papacy has remained 
adamant. Archbishop 

John Quinn, San Fran¬ 
cisco, is supportive of the 
traditional Roman Catho¬ 
lic stand on homosexu¬ 
ality. Quinn was recently 
elected to the presidency 
of the National Council of 
Catholic Bishops.

The Attorney General of California has pre¬ 
pared the following title and summary of the chief 
purpose and points of the proposed measure. This ;j 
will appear on the petitions now being circulated by i 
the "California Save Our Children organization. 
The differences between this summary and the one 
on the earlier petitions is discussed in a separate 
article. 


SCHOOL EMPLOYEES - HOMOSEXUALITY 
INITIATIVE STATUTE 

Provides for filing charges against school teach¬ 
ers, teachers aides, school administrators or coun¬ 
selors who advocate, solicit, impose, encourage or 
promote private or public sexual acts defined in 
section 286(a) and 288(a) of the penal code between 
persons of same sex in a manner likely to come to 
the attention of other employees or students; or 
publicly and indiscretely engages in said acts. 
Prohibits hiring and requires dismissal of such 
persons if School Board determines unfitness of 
service after considering enumerated guidelines. In 
dismissal cases only, provides for two staqe hear¬ 
ings, written findings, judicial review. Financial 
impact: UNKNOWN, but potentially substantial 

local cost to school districts depending on the 
number of cases which receive an administrative 
hearing.

Attorneys John Wahl 
and Donald Knutson were 
instrumental in writing a 
suggested summary at the 
request of the State 
Attorney General, which 
was considered in the 
writing of the new sum¬ 
mary. 

The new wording, 
printed elsewhere in this 
issue of B.A.R., empha¬ 
sizes that the petition 
"provides for filing 
charges" as against the 
earlier definition which 
emphasized "prohibits 
hiring, and requires dis¬ 
missal." Either way, 
Hardman believes that 
"the initiative is highly 
questionable on constitu¬ 
tional grounds. It is re¬ 
dundant by repeating 
constitutional protections 
already in current law. It 
calls attention to Gay 
people as a special class, 
as if we alone could com¬ 
mit the acts or deeds sug¬ 
gested." He says, 

however; that the new 
description more clearly 
explains the guidelines 
ana better states that 
acts or deeds are subject 
to review. 

If Briggs can now ac¬ 
cumulate 312,000 valid 
signatures in 150 days, his 
measure will qualify for 
the November ballot. 
This would require an 
estimated 450,000 names, 
allowing for the usual 20- 
25% disqualification of 
invalid signatures. Only 
four out of 152 attempts 
to qualify initiatives have 
been successful in Cali¬ 
fornia history. 

New Age 
Boycott: Coors 

New Age, a relatively 
new professional Gay 
rights organization in Los 
Angeles, has initiated as a 
major project the expan¬ 
sion of the Gay boycott 
against the Coors Com- 


of Golden, Colorado, 
e gaycott began in 1977 
when Howard Wallace and 
Bay Area Gay Liberation 
(BAGL) alerted Gay 
people to the use of a lie 
detector test at Coors for 
prospective employees 
and talked of the Right 
Wing politics of Coors 
officials, detrimental to 
the Gay rights cause. 

The New Age campaign 
began in November with 
the mailing of its News¬ 
letter to 8,000 Gay activ¬ 
ists, urging that they boy¬ 
cott Coors. The group 
also mailed letters to 
every bar, bath and com¬ 
munity center in Southern 
California, urging that 
they discontinue the use 
of Coors beer. In addi¬ 
tion, New Age is announc¬ 
ing its boycott through a 
speakers bureau. It is 
placing advertisements in 
a number of Gay publica¬ 
tions urging the ooycott. 

In its announcement, 
New Age calls attention 
to President Joseph Coors’ 
continuing support of 
Phyllis Schlafly and the 
John Birch Society, both 
openly anti-homosexual, 
support by the Coors 
family of Congressperson 
Larry McDonald who au¬ 
thored the successful 
amendment which took 
Gay people out of the free 
legal aid program and its 
support ot tne political 
Right which is openly 
opposed to the Gay and 
women’s rights move¬ 
ments. Emphasis was also 

f >laced on the company's 
ong history of being anti¬ 
union and its very limited 
hiring of Chicanos, Blacks 
and women. The com¬ 
pany's use of a polygraph 
(lie detector) test to 
screen out prospective 
employees with divergent 
lifestyles was also a 
factor in the move by 
New Age. 

The Brewery Workers

In answer to continuing 
charges that he is at¬ 
tempting to break unions 
and is anti-human rights, 
President Joseph Coors 
told the TIMES: "All 

we're trying to do is main¬ 
tain the same opportuni¬ 
ties for the next genera¬ 
tion that I have had during 
my lifetime. We (the 
Coors family) feel very 
definitely there are strong! 
forces that are trying to 
destroy them." 

Concerned about the 
growing gaycott, Co- 
Presidents Bill and Joseph 
Coors have attempted to 
explain their position in 
THE ADVOCATE news¬ 
paper and have toured the 
Western States to refute 
the anti-Gay argument 
against them. They have 
spent thousands of dollars 
on full-page advertise¬ 
ments to deny charges, 
but neither man has per¬ 
sonally given any money 
to any Gay group. 

Twenty Gay groups 
recently met with Coors 
officials at a San Fran¬ 
cisco meeting called by 
Coors. The officials were 
told, the TIMES article 
explains, "that Gays would 
consider calling off the 
boycott when Coors 
agrees to put into its con¬ 
tract that it will not dis¬ 
criminate on the basis of 


sexual orientation, call 
off the lie detector tests 
and stop the 'heavy under¬ 
writing of leading anti- 
Gay groups.'" There has 
been no response from the 
Adolph Coors Co. at 
Golden, Colorado. 

Dan Fortune, labor 
writer of the SF EX¬ 
AMINER, concluded, "Gay 
community leaders show 
no signs of ending their 
boycott against Coors 
beer, despite a drive by 
Coors to get its brew back 
into San Francisco bars 
that cater to homosexu¬ 
als." Coors held meetings 
with Gay leaders in Los 
Angeles, Orange County, 
Concord, San Jose and San 
Francisco but were un¬ 
successful. Among those 
Bay Area groups support¬ 
ing the gaycott, Fortune 
reports, are . Lesbian 
Resistance, Alice B. 
Toklas Democratic Club, 
Golden Gate Business 
Association, San Fran¬ 
cisco Gay Democratic 
Club and Coalition for 
Human Rights. This list¬ 
ing includes both women 
and men as well as groups 
considered politically 
diverse.

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NEW YORK CITY - "New 
York City's homosexual 
population, which only a 
few years ago began to 
come out of the closet 
and into the street, has 
developed markedly in. 
recent months into a co¬ 
hesive, open and organ¬ 
ized force. Despite 
national setbacks, such as 
a recent unfavorable 
ruling by the United 
States Supreme Court on 
the dismissals of homo¬ 
sexual teachers, gains by 
homosexuals in New York 
and elsewhere have been 
enormous." This is the 
conclusion of writer 
Grace Lichtenstein in a 
recent NEW YORK TIMES 
article. Her analysis 
made several conclusions 
in describing changes in 
New York City, which are 
also being experienced in 
San Francisco. 

While many New York¬ 
ers still think of homo¬ 
sexuals in terms of being 
interior decorators and in¬ 
habitants of Manhattan 
bars and Fire Island, there 
is a newly developing 
image — the reality of a 
newly emerging political 
Gay activism. Even the 
traditionally "closeted" 
professionals — politi¬ 
cians, clergymen, teach¬ 
ers, physicians, lawyers — 
are becoming involved in 
Gay educational and 
political pursuits. 

There is now the 
"Greater Gotham Business 
Council," which compares 
with San Francisco's well 
established Golden Gate 
Business Association. Its 
founder, accountant 

Gerald Schiff, said that 


when he returned to New 
York City in 1975 he dis¬ 
covered that "it is an en¬ 
tirely different city. It is 
now very much openly 
Gay, more willing to seek 
out Gay professional 
people, Gay clients, Gay 
customers, more condu¬ 
cive to 'coming out'." 

New York City is ex¬ 
periencing a Gay business 
phenomenon that has ex¬ 
isted in San Francisco for 
seveial years — Gay rap 
sessions, switchboards, 
newspapers, magazines, 
religious groups, radio 
programs, travel agencies, 
clotning stores, book 
stores, and so on. 

The entrance of the 
Gay professional and busi¬ 
ness person into Gay poli¬ 
tics since the Miami set¬ 
back has been noted 
repeatedly in the straight 
press in Gotham. Gay 
power at the polls has 
been recognized recently 
by Democratic mayoral 
candidates who were 
appealing directly to the 
Gay community with 
promises of support for a 
city council non-discrimi¬ 
nation ordinance which 
has failed six times since 
1975. 

A Gay Political Action 
Council registered 12,500 
new voters in a three- 
week drive last June. 
This enthusiasm, the 
TIMES suggests, comes 
from the fact that "an 
increasingly tolerant atti¬ 
tude toward the growing 
self-awareness of homo¬ 
sexuals here in recent 
years.

Association, that Koch 
had been, beaten up by a 
homosexual lover but nad 
declined to press charges. 

The "Gay lover" story 
spread through Manhattan 
and resulted m an investi¬ 
gation, requested by Koch 
himself, by the city’s 
Department of Investiga¬ 
tion. The probe was con¬ 
ducted by Commissioner 
Nicholas Scopetta and 
found the accusations 
"groundless." Criminal 
records revealed that out 
of 65,000 police records 
only one mentioned Koch 
and that was in 1972 when 
a panhandler demanded 
money from Koch. Koch 
brought in a police officer 
and the individual paid a 
$50 fine. 

Governor Jerry Brown 
of California is also "sus¬ 
pect" according to a re¬ 
cent cover story by writer 
Ed Salzman in "New West" 
magazine. Salzman said 
that the political Right 
could start an under¬ 
current rumor in Cali¬ 
fornia in 1978 that 
Governor Brown is Gay 
since he is single and 
signed a private, con¬ 
sensual sex bill into law. 
Police Chief Ed Davis, 
candidate for Governor, 
recently said that he was 
glad to hear that the Gov¬ 
ernor had been "going out 
with a woman." 

Koch and Brown are not 
the only politicians to 
face criticism for being 
single at a time when the 
political Right is empha¬ 
sizing "family life." 
Among the other political 
activists who are single 
are several New York 
officials: Carol Bellamy, 
NYC ’Council president; 
Governor Hugh Carey; and 
Lieutenant uovernor Mary 
Anne Krupsak. On the 
national scene, consumer 
advocate Ralph Nader 
remains single. 

In a recent analysis in 
the "Village Voice," 
writers Alexander Cock- 
burn and James Ridgeway 
write that there is riope: 
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"Successful single politi¬ 
cians are emblems of a 
new and potent force in 
American social and polit¬ 
ical life. In part, that 
force has to do witn life¬ 
style . . . These politicians 
are no longer necessarily 
models of family ana 
hearth, but unattached 
individuals whose unstated 
appeal is often that of the 
workaholic with no ties. 
Not only can such a politi¬ 
cian claim that he/she is 
not beholden to the 
special interests — he/she 
can go further and 
appears to be free of all 
encumbering relation¬ 
ships."

Louie Crew, an associ¬ 
ate professor of English at 
Ft. Valley State College 
in Georgia, is a delightful 
chap who believes intel¬ 
lectual freedom means a 
lot more than merely a 
label you wear on your 
sleeve. He has broken 
through the barricade 
more than once. Any man 
who lives openly in the 
heart of "red-neck" 
Georgia with a black lover 
(Ernest Clay) must have 
balls made of iron. He's 
also the founder of 
INTEGRITY, an organiza¬ 
tion of Gay Episcopalians. 
He has shot more bullets 
under the seat of the God¬ 
fearing than any other 
professor I have ever met. 

In 1975 Louie sent out a 
detailed questionnaire and 
inquired from major 
English departments as to 
whether they discrimi¬ 
nated against Gay English 
teachers. The world of 
the ivory tower is still 
shaking. He received re-

ouie, are you a daisy? 
or "Your questionnaire has 
been posted on our de¬ 
partment bulletin board 
and has been treated as a 
joke."

But others will 
grab us by the throat and 
not let go until the last 
cogent point has been 
stated. 

Some quick highlights: 

Edgar Friedenberg de¬ 
clares himself for a fife of 
specific non-sexuality. 
He quotes Anatole France 
who wrote "Chastity, The 
Rarest of Perversions." 
He enlarges on this ulti¬ 
mate heresy by stating, 
"There seems "to be a 

f reat need in this world 
or affectionate people 
who try not to demand 
what their partners can¬ 
not afford, and who re¬ 
main stable over time." 

Dr. Louis Crampton 
provides what is the most 
compulsively readable ac¬ 
count of Gay history yet 
written, "Gay Genocide 
From Leviticus to Hitler." 
He reminds us that the 
Inquisition never takes a 
holiday. Chilling illustra¬ 
tions leap from the pages 
of history that are seldom 
seen by the casual observ¬ 
er. Crompton tells us 
that ? "a 'witch hunt' (was) 
carried out in Holland in 
1730 when men and boys 
were systematically 

burned, hanged, beheaded, 
garrotted, and even judi¬ 
ciously drowned as homo¬ 
sexuals. Astonishingly, 
this drama took place m 
what has been generally 
regarded as the most lib¬ 
eral country in Europe 
during the 'Age of 
Reason'." 

Mark Freedman's 

"Towards A Gay Psychol¬ 
ogy" tells us tnat homo¬ 
sexual men and women, 
according to psychological 
research, are better able 
to express emotions that 
lie outside the range of 
conventional sex roles. 
They show more freedom 
to act either masculine or 
feminine according to 
their feelings. Tradition 
does not dictate emotion. 

Other writings of vigor¬ 
ous dissent include 
Barbara Giddings' "Com¬ 
batting Lies in the Librar¬ 
ies," James E. Brogan's 

"Teaching Gay Literature 
in San Francisco," Ellen 
Barrett's "Gay People and 
Moral Theology, and 
Clinton Jones' "''Christo¬ 
pher Isherwood and the 
Religious Quest." 

If you feel like rocking 
the “boat at your local 
college or university, toss 
a cojiy of the "Gay Aca¬ 
demic into the fireworks. 
Intellectual freedom will 
surely be put to the test.
